and depression. 

Since suicide for the old- 
er person is not an impul- 
sive act, there is always a 
Window of opportunity to 
help the older person get 
help. 

Suicide can happen in 
any family. However, life 
events commonly associat- 
ed with elderly suicide are: 
the death of a loved one; 
physical illness: uncontrol- 
lable pain: fear of dying a 
prolonged death that dam-

More Abled Than Disabled

A program for deaf immigrants 


Since the end of Septem- 
ber, deaf individuals from 
different ethnic hack grounds 
wefe interviewed inorder to 
gather information for a 
multiculturalism project. 

A report from Evelyn 
Gounetenzi from the Cana- 
dian Association of the Deaf 
(CAD) in Ottawa explains 
the project. The first inter- 
views were heldin Vancou- 
ver with the assistance of 
Pattie Dobie from the Well 
Being Program’ a mental 
health agency for the deaf. 

In Toronto, Gilbert Lillie 
from Silent Voice assisted in 
finding potential deaf sub- 
jects from other countries. 
The main questions were 
related to theirexperience in 
adapting to a different cul- 
ture and new lifestyle such 
as services received to help 
them adapt in Canada. 

Some of the individuals 
who were oral deaf in the 
country of origin had tolearn 
twonew languages--English 
and ASL; a very difficult 
task that brought up barrt- 
ers and frustrations. 

Each city has different 
cultures. For example, in 
Vancouver, we will find a 
strong Asiatic influence 
within the deaf community. 
Edmonton is known for hav- 
ing a rather small but strong 
deaf Polish community but 
they interact within a Cana- 
dian deaf community. To- 
ronto is known as the 
multicultural city of Canada 
and it reflects in the deaf 
community. 

In each travel, some deaf 
service agencies were con- 
tacted for their knowledge 
of cultural issues and hear- 
ingethnic organizations were 
contacted on deafness issues. 
It was interesting though that 
both deaf and hearing or 
ganizations were aware of 
these issues related to deaf 
immigration. But the ques- 


tion remains--do these or 
ganizations provide sufficient 
help to these minority 
groups?

The widowed, divorced 
and recently bereaved are 
at high risk. Others at high 
risk include depressed indi-

There are some common 
clues to possible suicidal 
thoughts and actions in the 
elderly that must be taken 
seriously. Knowing and 
acting on these clues may 
provide the opportunity to 
save a life. 

In addition to identify- 
ing risk factors, look for 
clues in someone's words 
and actions. 

~ Don't be sworn to se- 
crecy. Seek support. Get 
help from persons or agen- 
cies that specialize in crisis 
intervention and suicide 
prevention. Also seek the 
help of the older person’s 
social support network -- 
their family, friends, physi- 
cian, clergy etc...

the area has been torn, frac- 
tured and broken. So torn, 
in fact, that an underground 
cavern was formed during 
one of these geographic 
occurrences and subsc- 
quently had some gold min- 
cralised into the walls and 
ceiling of this cavern. It was 
that cavern that was discov- 
cred and started the grcat 
Eldorado goldrush 

Bredberg says the idea 
to turn the Eldorado area 
into an attraction goes back 
to “some conversations | 
had with a Madoc fellow 
who used to own some of 
the fluoride mifies here by 
the name of Biff Simons 
What Biffand I talked about 
was sccing what could be 
done to encourage tourism 
in the arca based on the old 
mines. That's as far as it 
went until my wife and | 
started talking about it some 
more in the carly 80's and 
that's where the idea of the 
fronticr town came from and 
once I connected her sug- 
gestion for a frontier town 
together with the old mines 
and the rock-hounds -then 
things began to solidify a 
lot more quickly. 


Old photographs and 
paintings of the town have 
yet to be found and 
Bredberg points out rather 
than taking the chance of 
doing an accurate historic 
recreation they dre instead 
going to push the 

era into the 1890's 

‘That solves a real curi- 
ous problem,” Bredberg 
notes, “‘and that is if we 
create the town as it was 
during the 1867 goldrush 


all of the buildings would 
be new and people, when 
they come to see a fronticr 
town accurately portrayed, 
are not ¢xpecting to see if 
new. So, with us plaving 
this little shift in time we ve 
gained 30 some-odd vears 
of outdoor weathering and 
it lets us have electric lights 
and a trolley car’on the site 
for transportation We're 


going to leave as many of 


the trees on the site, mtact 
as we can. Our intention 
actually is to hide this town 
in the trees so \ou can't see 
it. It's nothing to do with the 
promotion it's more to do 
with when the people are at 
the site we want to shelter 
them from evidence of the 
modern world ”” 

Bredberg says this will

“We re going to hire our

about the partnerships. 
“There is interest around 
the community of joining a 
co-op. We feel we have lit- 
tle choices. No choice but 
to license and no choice but 
to incorporate.”’ 

Reeve Deline told those 


present that if partnership 
was favourable to all, Cen- 
tre Hastings wanted to move 
quickly in orderto incorpo- 
rate their utilities together. 

**We don’t want to wait 
until November 20, 20000. 
We'd like to incorporate in 
areasonable time before the 
year end,said Reeve 
Deline. 

Representatives from 
Marmora Village and 
Tweed seemed more hesi- 
tant however, urging that 
the pros and cons of form- 
ing a co-op be carefully 
looked at. 

One positive aspect dis- 
cussed by the group was the . 
cost savings involved with 
only having.one adminis- 
tration instead on three. It 
was argued however that 
any costs of amalgamating 
the utilities would be offset 
by incorporation costs that 
range from $40,000 to 
$60,000. 

‘The biggest cost occurs 
when people don’t know in 
the beginning what they

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Gilmour Freehold now a model forest after early devastation - 


By James Fisher 


No, this is not about Ca 
nadian hockey skills, but the 
colourful history of a private 
65.000-acre chunk of the 
Canadian shield: lumber- 
jacks; and a missing link 
mystery. 

The tale begins in the 
1830s when the Gilmour 
brothers logging company 
of Trenton, Ont., was 
granted huge acreages in 
Eastern Ontario, eventually 
reaching up to and into the 
presentday Algonquin Park. 

Over the next 50 years, 
every stick of pine and other 
valuable timber north of to- 
day's Highway 7 was sys- 
tematically cut down and 
floated to Trenton, contrib- 
uting to the construction of 
the Trent Canal system and 
an ingenious uphill log slide 
from the Algonquin area. 

For over 50 years, the 
Gilmour families had abso- 
lute control of the economic 
and social life of the town of 
Trenton. By 1888, theircom- 
pany employed 600 loggers 
working year round to feed 
the appetite of North Ameri- 
ca’s largest and most mod- 
ern sawmill at the mouth of 
the Trent. 

Lpto800 were employed 
in the mill producing lum- 
ber. doors, windows, shut- 
ters, cheese boxes. nails, 
kegs. baskets, lath and pick- 
ets. Before the wood ran 
out, they were annually ex 
porting 19,000 hardwood 
and pine doors to the U.S. 
and Europe, as well as 75 
million board feetot lumber. 


Littered With Debris 

By 1900 the woods were 
littered with slash and debris 
that would be covered to- 
day. but didn’t meet the 
standards of the time. The 
debris became fuel for the 
major forest fires that seared 
‘ the land in 1891, 1905 and 
1912. 
Inthe early 1850s the 
government tried to settle 
this desolate area of the Ca- 
nadian Shield by building 
the Hastings settlement road 
from Belleville to Bancroft. 
Phe road took many years 
and dollars to navigate the 
ridges and myriad small lakes 
and streams left over by 
water diverted by the reced- 
ing glaciers. 

Che land was poor, con- 
sisting of rocks, swampsand , 
forest scrub. 

The Lovalist settlers 
found that the pockets of 
50-acre Crown grants con- 
tained little fertile land; barely 
enough to grow barley and 
oats to feed their cattle. 

By the turn of the cen- 
tury, there was little sign 
that settlement had ever 
taken place. Abandoned 
homesteads and hopes were 
either incinerated by lire 
from the leftover logging 
debris or in the few fertile 
pockets; grown over by new 
forest, or flooded by beaver. 

To this day, it’s difficult 
to locate the Hastings set- 
tlement road. which runs 
roughly parallel to the 
present day Highway 62 
from Madoc to Bancroft. 

By 1900 the land was 
owned by the International 
Nickel Company for the 
mineral leases. They fafmed 
out the above ground rights

and ammunition boxes for 
the first World War. The 
mines were Soon spent and 
the Central Ontario Railway 
from Picton to Bancroft built 
to service them. was also 
destined to disappear. 


Freehold Purchased 

In 1956, the Dominion 
Parand Chemical Compans 
of Montreal merged with 
the ‘Howard Smith paper 
company of Trenton, owner 
of 40,000 acres in North 
Hastings’ county. including 
parts of Marmora, Madoc, 


+ Tudor, Lake. Limerick and 


Wollaston townships, around 
the original village of 
Gilmour. The block became 
known asthe Gilmour Free 
hold. 

With deletions, additions 
and exchanges to consoli- 
date areas, Domtar Forest 
Products (the “*Gilmour 
Freehold’) now consists of 
65,000 acres of rock, swamp 
and a model forest. 


The’ taxes paid on the 
Gilmour Freehold go to the 
localtow nships and some of 
the logeine roads have 
opened up the area to ree 
reational uses such as cot 
tages and deer hunting. 

Cottage lots for recrea 
tion are leased out on ses 
eral lakes, and the whole 
territory is leased tothe Lim- 
erick Hunting and Fishing 
Club and the Madoc Hunt 
Club, hose individual mem 
bers hunt an average: 100 
acres each, with 68 hunt 
camps maintained through 
out the area 

No one else is permitied 
tohunton the Gilmour Free 
hold, and frequent patrols 
by the conipany, clubmem 
bers and the Ministry of 
Natural Resources ensure 
thatonly card-carrying mem 
bers effectively control the 
abundant deer population, 
whose unregulated brows- 
ing can destroy valuable

Continued from page 3-A 
seedlings.and Saplings. The. 
are alsoable toexercise some 
control over. porcupines, 
which eat the tops of mature 
trees, and rabbits that nibble 
on bark. killing the young 
trees. 


Managed by Domtar 

The Gilmour Freehold 
model forest is managed by 
a small forestry staff from 
Domtar Forest Products, 
(Gilmour/Trenton Divi- 
sions), the forestry arm of 
the packaging company 
Norampac. It'sasmall group 
of dedicated employees and 


‘loggers responsible for the 


management of the Gilmour 
Frechold and other private 
woodlots ensuring acontin- 
ued supply of wood pulp 
needed to sustain the 
Norampac fibre board mill 
at Trenton. 
The forestry staff isin the 
enviable position of being 
able to harvest on a sustain- 
able basis without the pres- 
sures of concentrating on 
relentless production. There 
is no high-grading (taking 
out the biggest and best 
trees), and after over 40 
years with Domtar Forest 
Products and 111 years since 
it was denuded, it is again 
producing. 
Brian Zeldenrust, in 
charge of the Freehold for 
Domiar, says saw logs taken 
from road construction and 
thinning are sold to local 
sawmills such as Chisholms 
of Roslin, Bauman of 
Maynooth, Wilsonin Madoc 
or Freymond at Bancroft 
for lumber production. 
Safety isa particular con- 
cern for Domtar. The opera- 
tions foreman inspects: the 
operators’ protective gear, 
site hazards, felling tech- 
nique, skidding hazards,: 


equipment shortfalls and fire, 


t 


equipment. He also makes \ 


recommendations about ad- 
ditional training orcertifica- 
tion needed by crew mem- 
bers. 

Tim Koster of Bancroft, 
whose family did contract 
logging for Domtarforseven 
years, says “‘it’s hard to 
make money with Domtar. 
Ittakesalotof extraeffortto 
comply with their stringent 
safety and environmental 
regulations. In these areas 
they're ahead of the minis- 
try.”

He recounts how the late 
Cec Weatherall of Trenton 
was 16 when he answered 
an ad in a Toronto newspa 
per for a lumberman. The 
company sent himarailway 
ucket and the train dropped 
him off somewhere in the 
middle of the bush. He waited 
inthe freezing weather until 
aman witha horse and sleigh 
arrived. The man said he 
was there to pick up a 
lumberman, but *"] guess he 
didn’t make it.”” 

“I’m the one,”’ 
Weatherall. 

*“But you're only a boy! 
Oh, well, come along, fcan’t 
you here to freeze.”’ 

Weatherall was the only 
person in the camp who 
could make change and so 
he became the paymaster 
and bookkeeperand worked 
for the company for 40 
years.

Do go toa doctor if you 
feel-you are overwhelmed 


by vour disability and fife in 
general. 

Do find out all you can 
aboutvourdisability. Knowl 
cdge alleviates fearand takes 
away stress fear can bring. 

Don’ttell yourself you'll 
find out later. When later 
comes it will be too late to 
look tor what ails vou and 
knowing could save valu 
able time and alotof expen 
sive tests, 

Do look out for yoursell 
and learn to listen, Lis only 
through seeing and hearing 
whatothers dothat we learn 
new things, 

Don't let the fact that 
you have a disability keep 

-you from helping: others. 
Often volunteer work with 
those worse off than you 
can make yourtroubles seem 

‘mconsequential, 

Do deal with each prob 
lem that comes up at that 
time. Trying tohandle more 
than one at a time can be 
extremely stressful. Even 
your doctor can’t handle a 
long list. He will deal more 
effectively with one or two 
symptoms at atime and so 
will you.

LTRCA approves 1999 budget 


The Board of Directors 
for the Lower Trent Con- 
servation renewed their 
commitment to maintaining 
a safe and attractive net- 
work of public lands at its 
31st Annual Meeting held 
February 11th 

The 13 member board, 
comprised of municipal 
delegates from 12 munici- 
palities, approved expendi- 
ture of $170,000 for the 
management of its Conser- 
vation Lands, out of a total 
approved 1999 opcrating 
budgct of $870,030. Mu- 
nicipalitics will provide 
approximately 34 percent 
of the funding for the con- 
servation program. repre- 
senting an inercase of $.81 
per capita over the 1998 
municipal contribtition 

The inercase in the mu- 


nicipal levy is a result of 


two issues relating to the 
3.500 acres of conservation 
lands owned by Lower 
Trent Conservation. Prop- 
erty taxes have increased in 
the past vear by 25 percent 
as a result of loss of the 
provincial governnicnt 's tax 
rebate program and the re- 
assessment of properts 
taxes 

The basic facilities on 
the-propertics have gradu- 
dil, deteriorated during the 
past several vears as aresult 
of the 70 percent funding 
cutback from the province 


and 20 percent cutback from 
member municipalities in 
1996/97. Improvements 
will b@ made at Goodrich- 
Loomis. Trenton Greenbelt. 
Glen Miller, Sager. King's 
Mill, Seymour, South Hast- 
ings and Proctor Park Con- 
servation Areas including 
signs, trails. roadwavs, pic- 
nic shelters roofs and pic-
